Few nun iii all history have had more of -a thrilling 
laf«.• adventure than did Sir V\ i llsiuti Fcpperell, the 
might nun of K rusty.” As great a lover as he wan 
i conqueror, his conquest of the strung fortress of 
LofLislnng {sunns a thrilling chapter in our Colonial 

hiiloTY, 

His rise to fame and prosperity was remarkable 
when we consider the ImrnhLc beginning of the 
Peppered family in this country. William Pepper-ell, 
father of Sir William, came to America from W ales 
when twenty-two years id age. arri ving ai the I sit 
of Shual* without a shilling in his pocket- At first 
l»e engaged in the fishing trade, which in time led 10 
lioatljnildLiig. After lapse of a few years- he married 
M sirgt'rv Brav, daughter of a shipbuilder in kitlery. 
Mr. H-rav gave in the couple a large tract nf laud on 
which was erected tin- famous old PeppercIL mansion 
where Sir William, si sill of the eight children was 
k-'rn nn June 27, If/JCl. 

"those were stirring times, for King Vi ilham s 'A ar 
wa h raging. Held close in his mother's arms, the boy 
smu^t freqitenik have heard a^iont the Indian mas- 
s *-res and outrages which we™ taking place. lit fact 
Id of hi* first 17 years were xjient amid perils ami 
datigtrs of Indian warfare. At hi he bore arros in 
pair(.l i |utv, His education consisted of elementary 
training although his lather secured an instructor 
whn taught him surveyuig and navigation. Jfis con¬ 
stant voyages mi the sea ami explorations in the 
Ratine woods, encountering hostile Indians, ad were 
to hi, advantage in later life, as w e w ‘dl discover by 
trading further. 

Developed Big Trade

husiiiKss activities-. Their warehouses were filled with 
fi-h fmm the Hanks of Newfoundland; sugar and 
’hulstsses sciini the- West Indies; hemp, iron. Linen

sented her with gold rings, a large hoop far her skirt 
and many other gifts, and on March 16, 1723 led 
hcT to the altar. It is safe in saying that slia never 
regretted her choice of hudiand, for Srr W illiom s 
nauw stands out as ore of the iifcte-i distinguished men 
of his «lay.
